Secondly, From the Premifes I muft infer, that an

at Ieaft pardonable, if not reafonable and expedient, 
not to fay neceffary. 

Here I am incouraged to lay the ground of my Apo- 
logy, for this bold Adventure, and I hope no peaceable 
or good Man will be offended, much lefs any of our 
Toilers be provoked, with a modeft and well- meant 
Endeavour to prevent much harm, and to do a great 
deal of good in my opinion.

have fuch malevolent Influences, and unhappy Effe&s. 

Now I conceive this is to be done in a good mea- 
lure, by (hewing that the Alterations from our firmer 
State made in the ptefent Government, are not fo great 
or many as our di&ontented Men imagine, and our 
Enemies fuggeft. But if it be made evident, that in a 
fair and charitable ConfiruSim of things, we ftand firm 
upon the fame Bafts we ever did * ana that the Confti- 
tution of the Kingdom founded io our ancient ^Maxims 
and CuftomS) with refpeft to our Government, is not 
altered or touched by the late Revolution 5 1 (ay, if this 
can be effe&ed, I am apt to think many doubting and ' 
fcf*fnk*s Perfons among us, may be fetisfied, and hap- 
pily reconciled to a better opinion of the prefent Go- 
verwaent, and a more cheerful Submiffion to it. 

If I knew any better Argument to >uftify our Ru-

But that Aft tJketh no {lace againft him thai k right Inheritor ^ &b. 
Hetobeh all other AQs made in the f Aid Parliament fmce, have been 
and are fufficient again/}' all other Perfons. Upon this Law, the 
ibrefaid Diftin&ion feems grounded j but I think very weakly, 
for tbefe Reafons : 

1; Becaufe this very Law mentions Henry the Fourth, with 
the Addition and Title of King, without any Diminution, as 
appears in the Words cited. 

2. The ground upon which that Entail was declared Afag, 
was not a want of Power in King and Parliament, to make a 
Law about the Succeflion ; but as they declare, in the Dukes 
firft Anfwer, That no Oath, being the Law of Man, ought to 
be performed, when the fame is againft the Truths and the Law 
of God: implying, as afterwards they fpeak out, it was a Law, 
though of Man, it faileth not for want of Authority, being 

- made by a King do faSo with his Parliament - r but the reafbn 
why it could not oblige, was taken from the matter of it, it 
diverted the Defeent and Succeflion of the Crown, according 
to Right of Inheritance. 

3, The Argument that a King de faBo hath no Power te 
make Laws to limit the Crown, becaufe he is fuppofed to have

I grant, all fefttive Laws made by a rightful King, or by an 
Ufurper, are equally voidable, #. e, repealable. But i[ we 
fpeak of fuch Laws as are void of themfelvcs, it feems to me, 
theymuft befo, one of thefe two ways -, Either forwent of 
due Authority to make Laws j Or, with refped to fomething 
in the Matter of fuch Laws as is deftru&ive of them.

if his Laws therefore be not of force to limit the Succeffion, 'tis 
for. another reafqn mention'd before, taken from thai /pedal 
Matttrof the Right of Inheritance^ which, it is thought, can- 
not beinfrmged by any Law of Man. ;
